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K’chev Debates 
Workers’ Rights 
With Union Heads 


SAN FRANCISCO 


(AP)—Outspoken Nikita 


Khrushchev, who seems to plunge into an argument at 


every formal dinner, was 


to change his pace again 


Monday. 

His schedule called for sight- 
seeing by boat and by automo- 
bile, with a look at a housing 
development, a supermarket 
and a drug store. 

Nowhere—at least until Mon- 
day night—-was he likely to run 
into a dispute similar to the 
one he had Sunday night with 
Seven American labor leaders. 

At this dinner, so the union 
leaders reported, Khrushchev 
vigorously defended his system 
and his policy, including putting 
down the revolt in Hungary. 

Those who started the Hunga- 
rian revolution, Khrushchev 
said, were “hooligans and sabo- 
teurs.” } 

The labor leader said they de- 
fended the capitalistc system 
just as vigorously. 

So the Russian Premier's 
summary of the debate seems 
fair enough. 

“Our sitions are irrecon- 
cilable,” Khrushchev was quot- 
ed, 

Monday was expected to be 
different. 

Along with sight-seeing, 
Khrushchev was to drop in on 
the San Jose plant of the Inter- 
national Business Machine 
Corp., lunch with the workers 
in the cafeteria and look at the 
big electronic monsters that so 
intrigued him at the American 
fair in Moscow. 

Monday night, when Mayor 
George Christopher was to pre- 
side over a dinner, Khrushchev 
was to return to formal speech- 
making. 

Sunday turned into another 
typical Khrushchev day, with 
comedy, scenery, joviality and 
fireworks all jumbled together. 

It would have been a rare 
sight: Khrushchev, who speaks 
for the toilers of Russia, and 
the union leaders, who repre- 
sent millions of U.S. workers, 
sitting down to a fancy dinner 
in the swank Mark Hopkins 
Hotel. 

No outsiders were present. 
All that is known of what went 
on comes from a news confer- 
ence held by the labor leaders. 

Walter Reuther, president of 
the Auto Workers Union, said: 

“We went around and around 
with him.” 

Reuther said Khrushchev de- 
fended the Russian system and 
the union leaders extolled the 
American system. 

He said they wound up in com- 
plete disagreement. 

The dinner meeting lasted 
three hours and 20 minutes. 

Reuther said the union lead- 
ers made it clear to Khrushchev 
that they opposed Communism.

» The station said the bulletin 
was authorized by Prime Min- | 
ister Tengku Abdul Rahman 
who rushed to Kuala Lumpur 
from Singapore when the King 
was stricken. 

The King is scheduled to be- 
gin a protracted tour of India 
and Pakistan Oct. 9. So far there 
has been no word on whether 
the trip is to be postponed or 
cancelled. . 


India Times Says 
Stampede Killed 90 


BOMBAY (AP)—The Times of 
India said Monday the death toll 
in a stampede Sunday at Zin- 
zaka village in the Kathiawar 
Peninsula has now risen to 90. 
The official fatality total still 
stands at 49. 

The paper quoted a _ state 
legislator as saying that he 
counted 90 bodies, including 
women and children. 

The stampede started when a 
17-year-old girl, Devuba, opened 
the door of her house to show 
herself to nearly 100,000 people 
who believed she was the rein- 
carnation of the goddess 
Bhavani.

WASHINGTON (UPI)— 
The White House said Mon- 
day that President Elisen- 
hower’s desire for con- 
structive talks with Soviet 
Premier Nikita Khrushchev 
is not being helped by “any 
personal discourtesy” shown 
the Russian leader on his 
cross-country tour. 

Press Secretary James C. 
Hagerty reminded news- 
men, “The President’s basic 
epurpose and desire is to 
have Chairman Khrushchev 
see our country prior to the 
discussions of mutual inter- 
est that he will have with 
him at Camp David this 
weekend.” 

“This purpose of con- 
structive meetings at Camp 
Davis is not served by any 
personal discourtesy extend- 
ed to the Chairman during 
his visit throughout our 
country.” 

Hagerty made the com- 
ment when asked whether 
the President felt any need 
for a new statement calling 
upon the American people 
to be courteous to the So- 
viet Premier.

SAN FRANCISCO (AP)—So- 
viet Premier Nikita Khrushchev 
was quoted Sunday as saying 
Communist China eventually 
will become the world’s No. 1 
country in progressive achieve- 
ments. 


Mayor George Christopher 
said Khrushchev expressed that 
view while they drove from the 
Southern Pacific terminal to the 
Mark Hopkins Hotel. 

He said Khrushchev told him: 

“Let me be frank. You (the 
United States) are first right 
now. It won't be long before 
you're second and eventually 
third.” . 

Christopher said he asked, 
who would be first and Khrush- 
chev replied China. 

“—} said China is an old 
country, 5,000 years old, and 
they haven't surpassed us yet, 
and we're only 200 years old,” 
the mayor continued. 

Khrushchey’s reply, he said, 
was “we are only 40 years old 
and look what we've done to 
you already.” The 40 years re- 
ferred to Communist control. 

Christopher told newsmen he 
wanted it understood there 
was no animosity at all in the 
conversation between him and 
Khrushchev. 

As they drove along the 
Bayshore Freeway, Khrushchev 
noted a Christopher campaign 
billboard. 

“He asked me if I was running 
and did I want him to campaign 
for me,” recounted the mayor, 
who is seeking reelection, 

“I declined his kind offer.”

U.S. to Fight 
Asian Push 
For Peiping 
Seat in U.N. 


UNITED NATIONS, N.Y. (AP) 
—The United States was send- 
ing the stalwart of its anti-Com- 
munist China policy into the 
General Assembly Monday to 
fight an Asian bid to seat Com- 
munist China in the United Na- 
tions, 


The U.S. speaker in the de- 
bate will be Walter S. Robertson, 
65, formerly assistant Secretary 
of State for Far Eastern Affairs 
and presently an American rep- 
resentative to the 1959 Assem- 
bly. 

His most notable opponent 
will be India’s controversial 
Defense Minister, V, K. Krishna 
Menon, who year after year has 
fought a losing battle to get 
Communist China accredited 
here. 


Monday's battle will be on a 
report of the Assembly’s 21-na- 
tion Steering Committee. The 
report recommends that the 
Assembly shelve the question of 
ousting Nationalist or seating 
Communist Chinese for the rest 
of the present 14th session. 

Austria raised her dispute 
with Italy over the South Tyrol 
before the General Assembly 
Monday, 

Austria told the General As- 
sembly that unless bilateral ne- 
gotiations with Italy satisfac- 
torily solve the South Tyrol is- 
sue “Austria will have no alter- 
native but to appeal to the Uni- 
ted Nations to put this ques- 
tion on its agenda at the earliest 
possible moment.” 

Dr. Bruno Kreisky, Austrian 
Federal Minister for Foreign 
Affairs, emphasized in a speech 
that “it is neither spite nor hos- 
tility against our Italian neigh- 
bor that compel us to state the 
case of South Tyrol.” 

The South Tyrol—or Alto | 
Adige—is situated in north Italy 
south of Austria. Some 250,000 
inhabitants are of German ethnic 
origin. They speak German as 
well as Italian. The area has 
been the source of dispute for 
many years. 

Kreisky said that Austria en- 
dorses the claims of South Tyrol 
representatives to “their people's 
right to use their own language 
(1.E., German) in public life, to 
claim their share in public office 
in proportion to their popula- 
tion, and, finally, to create con- 
ditions requisite to the equality 
of opportunity in their daily 
lives, paying particular attention 
to housing and equipment.” 

He said Italy -discriminates 
against the Tyrol minority in 
the social and economic area. 

The Austrian Foreign Minister 
in his prepared address also 
made these points:

Decision to send the message 
to Premier Chou was made at 
a joint meeting yesterday of the 
Socialist Party’s special com- 
mittee for restoration of Japan- 
Communist China ties and the 
international bureau.

RussiaMakes New 
U.N. Disarm Bid 


UNITED NATIONS, N.Y. 
(Kyodo-Reuter)—The Soviet 
Union Monday officially fol- 
lowed up Soviet Premier 
Nikita Khrushchev's dis 
armament proposals with a 
request for inclusion in the 
General Assembly of a new 
item on “general and com- 
plete disarmament.” 

In a note published as an 
Assembly document, Soviet 
Foreign Minister Andrei 
Gromyko asked that the 
matter be treated as “im- 
portant and urgent.” 

“The need for the im- 
mediate conskleration of 
this question is dictated by 
the fact that now, as on cer- 
tain previous occasions, the 
armaments race has assum- 
ed a character particularly 
dangerous to the preserva- 
tion of peace,” an explana- 
tory memorandum accom- 
panying the note stated. 

The Soviet proposal, 
which would have to be con- 
sidered in the first instance 
by the Assembly’s steering 
committee, would, if endors- 
ed, bring to five the total of 
questions on disarmament 
before the world forum. 

Observers said it now ap- 
pared that this would be- 
come a principal issue of 
the 12-week session, 


Ito, Sone 
Determined 
To Resign 


Two leading Socialist Party 
members yesterday refused to 
retract their resignations from 
the party, although both insist- 
ed they did not want to cause a 
split in the party. 

Party Chairman Mosaburo 
Suzuki and Secretary General 
Inejiro Asanuma met and urg- 
ed Ushiro Ito and Eki Sone, 
both influential members of the 
right-wing faction led by Sue- 
hiro Nishio, to remain in the 
party. Ito is party treasurer. 
Sone is chairman of the People’s 
Movement Committee, 

Ito and Sone expressed their 
intention to quit the party at 
the recent party national con- 
vention. 

The two yesterday rejected 
pleas by Suzuki and Asanuma to 
remain in the party fold. 

Ito said the Socialist Party 
should reflect upon its attitude 
which had driven Nishio to 
threaten to form a new party. 

Suzuki and Asanuma are ex- 
pected to make a new appeal to 
Ito and Sone Friday. 

Meanwhile, six left-wing fac- 
tions yesterday agreed to de- 
mand ouster. from the party of 
those party members who had 
joined Nishio’s Party Recon- 
struction Club within the party. 


Out With Nishio: Ohta 

FUKUOKA (Kyodo)—Kaoru 
Ohta, chairman of the General 
Council of Japan Trade Unions 
(Sohyo), said here yesterday 
Sohyo would insist on the ouster 
of Suehiro Nishio, Socialist 
Party right-wing leader, at the 
reconvened party convention 
next month. 

Ohta criticized some Socialist 
leaders for working to restore 
intraparty unity. He charged 
that they were committing a 
major blunder.

NIKSIC, Yugoslavia (Kyodo- 
Reuter)—President Josip Broz. 
Tito, shouting to make himself 
heard above wildly cheering 
crowds “declared Sunday: “We 
are revisionists ... we have all 
the time made change’s in or- 
der to have something better.” 

Eventually their critics would 
be forced to copy some of Yugo- 
slavia’s exa , the President 
said in his*Tirst public speech 
in more than three months. 

Tito said Yugoslav relations 
with the Soviet Union were 
now normal, and with other 
Communist countries “more or 
less normal.” In the West, al- 
most every country admired 
Yugoslavia. 

But “some leading persons” 
in Eastern Europe were saying 
the Yugoslavs were revisionists, 
that industry had been revi 
sionised and that agriculture 
had been ruined because of 
revisionists.

Shouting above the crowd’s 


fcheers, Tito cried: “We are 
revisionists. We have revised 
our own practice. We have 
changed our laws and decrees. 
‘We have all the time made 
changes in order to have some- 
thing better. But this is 
practice and not theory and we 
are Marxists. We are Leninists.” 

Tito said the Communist 
leaders of Albania were “again 
rising up against Yugoslavia.” 
Was this only the affair of the 
Albanians? If not, “then this 
is a bad policy,” he declared. 

The speech surprised Belgrade 
observers by the vehemence of 
its defense against Soviet bloc 
criticism—since the campaign 
has died down. 

Observers speculated whether 
Tito had information to suggest 
the campaign might be revived. 
Yugoslav officials believe China 
has pressed the Soviet Union to 
revive the attacks. 

Tito welcomed the Khrush- 
chev-Eisenhower meetings as a 


“great hope” for mankind and 


Tito Blasts Soviet Critics 


a turning point in world rela- 
tions, 

He said Yugoslavia “expects 
much” from Khrushchev's cur- 
rent visit to the United States— 
but “not everything at once,” 


The Yugoslav leader said the 
Soviet visit wav a “great thing” 
and showed that a certain turn 
was taking place in internation- 
al relations and in the cold war 
situation, 

Tito. ended his 454ninute 
speech with a plea for coopera- 
tion between the capitalist and 
Communist systems, especially 
in economy. 

Speaking on home affairs, he 
said the day was not far off 
when Yugoslavia would be a 
highly-developed industrial 
country. He appealed for Yugo- 
slavia’s more developed repub- 
lics to give greater aid to the 
under-developed regions. 

The President did not refer to 
widespread reports that he may 
visit the United States next 
year.

Western correspondents who 
returned from Samteu report 
that village, which reportedly 
changed hands -four times in 
five days of fierce fighting, was 
practically unscarred. 

They said the local command- 
er told them the village had not 
changed hands four times as 
Brig. Gen. Ouane Rathikone, 
Laotian armed forces command- 
er, had reported. 

Laotian Government troops 
withdrew under attack Sept. 12, 
they reported, but reentered the 
village the following morning 
and it has been in Government 
hands since. 

They said Government forces 
suffered two dead and three 
injured in the fighting. 

The village itself, they saifl 
on their return here Sunday, 
appeared unscathed. The only 
sign of battle in the fort, which 
overlooks the village from a hill 
across the Nam Ma River, was 
two straw-covered dugouts ap- 
parently hit by mortar fire. 

Official communiques of the 
war in northern Laos have fre- 
quently been contradicted by 
subsequent eyewitness reports. 
Reports from the front often 
do not agree with accounts of 
the same engagements issued by 
the Ministry of Defense or For- 
eign Ministry in Vientiane.

Gov't Uninterested in 
Ishibashi Communique 


The Japanese Government 
will not take up for serious| 
consideration the joint commu- 
nique issued Sunday by Com- 
munist Chinese Premier Chou 
En-lai and Tanzan Ishibashi, 
former Japanese Prime Min- 
ister now visiting Peiping, 
a Government spokesman de- 
clared here yesterday. 

Chief Cabinet Secretary Etsu- 
saburo Shiina said that the 
Government was interested 
only in what Ish i really 
meant in issuing the com- 
munigque and will ask him about 
it on his return. 

The veteran Conservative po- 
liticilan went to Communist 
China to see if he could help 
bring about a “thaw” in Tokyo- 
Peiping differences, 

Shiina said the communique 
gave the impression that the 
Peiping stand toward Japan in 
connection with trade and oth- 
er relations, suspended since 
March last year, was still very 
firm. The communique indicat- 
ed Peiping’s continued insis- 
tence on the inseparability of 
politics and trade, but did not 
suggest any way of breaking) 
the Japan-Communist China 
im in this respect. 

Shiina also said it was “not 
understandable” in Tokyo that. 
Ishibashi shared Peipigg’s view 
that Japan is following a “hostile 
policy” toward Communist Chi- 
na by admitting the existence 
of “two Chinas.” Shiina de- 
nied that the joint communique 


would have any serious effect

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Speaking of Music...

Japan Philharmonic in Fine Form 


At the weekend, two other 
symphonic organizations — the 
Japan Philharmonic and the 
Tokyo Symphony — resumed 
their activities for the new 
season, even though the sultry 
atmosphere within Hibiya Hall 
continued unabated, 

On Friday evening, the Ja- 

mn Philharmonic Symphony 
rehestra, under Akeo Wata- 
nabe, presented a most enter 
prising program which brought 


together famé#Hiar works by 
Haydn and/ Tchaikovsky and 
not so familiar music by 


Benjamin Britten and Aaron 
Copland. It is good to be able 
to report that this concert, at- 
tracted a capacity audience to 
the uncomfortable auditorium: 
of far greater importance it is 
to detail, however, that in spite 
of the torrid heights of the mer- 
cury in the hall, the orchestra 
Was able to demonstrate mer 
curial qualities of sonority, 
blend, and balance. 

Directness seemed to be the 
keynote of the playing, and it 
seemed, too, that the youthful 
players were happiest in music 
calling for frank zest and tune- 
ful vigor. But then all the 
music oh the program called 
for precisely such uninhibited 
qualities, Haydn's B flat Major 
Symphony (No. 102), which 
opened the evening's proceed- 
ings, is one of those magnificent 
works written on commission 
from the London impresario J. 
P. Salomon and which repre- 
sents the composer at his 
strongest and wittiest and most 
delightful aspects. The r- 
formance reflected these genial 
virtues. Mr. Watanabe’s inter- 
pretation combined «admirable 
instinct for beauty, a sense of 
design, and meticulous care 
for detail. His tempi were brisk 
but he did not insist on a too 
tight rein over his players so 
that the music could flow forth 
spontaneously. The playing 
lacked nothing in crispness- and 
Vitality. . 
Eto as Soloist 

The soloist of the evening 
was Toshiya Eto, who played 
Tchaikovsky’s popular Violin 
Concerto with rich and steady 
musical tone and a display of 
technical prowess. But, above 
all, it was a manifestation of 
technique finely attuned to the 
emotional content of the work. 
Mr. Watanabe’s orchestra pro- 
vided him with a beautiful ac- 
companiment. 

The British and American 
compositions on the program, 
though generally unfamiliar, go 
back at least three decades in 
time. Britten’s delightful “Sim- 
ple Symphony” (Op. 4, 1934), 
for string orchestra, dates back 
to the composer’s 20th year, and, 
as he himself once stated, it is 
a work “entirely based on ma- 
terial written between the ages 
of nine and 12.” 

The movements bear the 
titles: ‘“Boisterous Bourree,” 
“Playful Pizzicato,” “Sentiment- 
al Saraband,” and “Frolicsome 
Finale,” This is music that is 
charming and whimsical, but 
put together with great skill. 
The “pizzicato” movement, of 
course, is a tour de force, but 
the slow movement contains 
warm, expressive music of great 
dignity. 

Here the ensemble rose to its 
highest form. Mr. Watanabe’s 
reading of the work was admir- 
ably proportionate and detailed, 
as Well as instinctive in its sense 
of style. The whole performance 
did much credit to the Japan 
Philharmonic’s strings, which, 
in turn, featured power and 
delicacy, Warm tone and delica- 


cy. 
Recorded in Japan 

Copland’s “Dance Symphony” 
(1929) which provided an aill- 
too-obvious contrast to Britten's 
delectable fragments, under- 
standably did not come off as 
felicitously. The American's 
tightly-knit 15-minute piece en- 


compasses music calling for 
strong, clear and precise rhyth- 
mic articulation, There is 
much that is whimsical in Cop 
land’s music, but it generates 
excitement for diferent rea- 
sons. Copland is a master of 
brevity and conciseness of 
phrase (what Paul Rosenfeld 
once cited as Copland’s “lean- 
ness”), and his music makes 
its greatest effect when all its 
contrasts and climaxes are per- 
fectly calculated. 

It should be mentioned that 
though this work won Copland 
a prize offered by the RCA Vic 
tor Co, it was never recorded 
on dises. Its first recording was 
made not long ago in Japan, 
and, incidentally, by Mr. Wata- 
nabe and this same orchestra. 
A statement by the composer, 
reprinted in the program-book- 
let of this concert, informs us 
this recorded performance, 
which is scheduled to be re 
leased commercially this au 
tumn by Composers’ Record- 
ings, Inc. of New York, brought 
the Japanese conductor and or- 


chestra high praise from Cop- y 


land himself. 

The initial hearing in Japan 
the other evening was equally 
commendable. The treacherous 
music was dispatched with the 
alert vitality it demands, and 
even though many passages 
seemed a little strained, the ex- 
uberant finale retained its 
effect. In eve respect, this 
was a concert of pleasing varie- 
ty and, certainly, an auspicious 
inauguration of the Japan Phil- 
harmonic’s new season. 

> > > 


It is a pity to have to report 
that the results achieved by the 
Tokyo Symphony Orchestra’s in- 
augural concert on Saturday eve- 
ning were not on an equally 
memorable plane. It featured 
the visiting German pianist, Hel- 
mut Roloff, who played the solo 
part of two of the greatest con- 
certi in the repertoire—the G 
Major (Op. 58) by Beethoven 
and the D Minor (Op. 15) by 
Brahms. 

Mr. Roloff’s fame has spread 
to Japan as an able piano teach; 
er at the Berlin Hochschule, 
where numerous Japanese pian- 
ists of the younger generation 
have benefited by his tutelage. 
Some among these have emerg- 
ed to international stature, not- 
ably Takahiro Sonoda and Kiyo- 
aki Matsuura. 

Roloff's Playing 

On this occasion, Mr. Roloff’s 
playing had finesse and perfec- 
tion of phrase, but it lacked fer- 
vor and spontaneity. Through- 
out the articulation was clean 
and correct, but subdued and 
rather prosaic. The listless or- 
chestral accompaniment, under 
Masashi Ueda, did not help mat- 
ters; in the Beethoven, it was 
particularly patchy. The most 
memorable playing came in the 
two expressive slow movements, 
where Mr. Roloff’s apparent 
musical instinct was able to 
evoke the mystery and poetry of 
the nobly-conceived music, and 
where his cantabile tone was 
most pleasing. But in the more 
spacious passages, we kept han- 
kKering for the blasting virtuos- 
ity of a Gilels or even a Viacen- 
ko to lift us out of the dol- 
drums. The big moments seem- 
ed to pass almost unheeded. 

A completely satisfying inter- 
pretation of these two sovereign 
masterworks must needs com- 
bine a pianist’s technical mas- 
tery and his deeper musical un- 
derstanding. Mr. Roloff met this 
challenge half way. But we 
shall have another occasion next 
Saturday, when he performs his 
first recital program (which in- 
cludes Haydn, Beethoven, 
Brahms, Ravel, Schoenberg, and 
Prokofiev), to assess the full 
qualities of his musical mind. 

On its own, the Tokyo Sym- 
phony opened the evening with 
a vigorous, but not too incisive, 
‘performance of Beethoven's 
“Coriolanus” Overture.

Animal Talk 
By ALAN ZAHN, V.M.D. 


Psittacosis 

Canaries and the whole of 
the finch family have been def- 
initely incriminated as sources 
for human psittacosis infections. 
Thrushes, sparrows, bullfinches, 
hardy gould finches blackbirds, 
crossbills, titmice, siskin yellow 
crowned sparrow, pekin robin 
etc. exposed in bird shops or 
accidentally fed on contamin- 
ated seeds fromzsinfected stores 
may contract the disease and 
spread it to other birds and 
even man. 

Particyjerly susceptible are 
rice birds and are used in 
breeding establishments as sen- 
tinela to .detect the presence 
of the virus among apparently 
healthy parakeets. Chickens ex- 
posed in breeding pens with 
diseased budgerigars have con- 
tracted the disease. 


It is not usually within the 
province of this column to dlis- 
cuss diseases as applied to hu- 
mans. However because of its 
public health significance and 
because the birds mentioned 
previously are increasing in 
popularity as pets, I shall briefly 
review the symptoms with this 
word of advice beforehand: if 
ou are concerned about the 
possibility of this disease occur- 
ring in your household, seek 
your physician's consultation. 


The onset of the disease may 
be sudden or begins gradually 
and insidiously with ill-defined 
influenza like symptoms such 
as malaise, loss of appetite, 
headache, backache, eyes sensi- 
tive to light and chills, restiess- 
ness, insomnia, delirium, non- 
productive cough, constipation 
or diarrhea with abdominal 
distension and tenderness. Nose- 
bleeds are sometimes present, 
occasionally rose spots appear on 
the skin. In most cases, the 
lungs are involved. 

In conclusion we shall list 
some outstanding items of note 
regarding psittacosis and orni- 
thosis. 

1. Ornithosis is a disease of 
the psittacine birds, pigegns, 
domestic fowl and ducks. 

2. Psittacosis is the disease 
found in wild parrots, para- 
keets, and related species. 

3. The disease is widespread 
throughout the world. 

4. Ornithosis is widespread 
in pigeons. , 

5: Man is highly susceptible 
to the virus of psittacine origin, 
less so to the virus of parrot 
origin. 

6. The domestic fowl and 
duck apparently play a small 
role in the spread of the disease. 

7. Control of the disease 
calls for an appreciation of the 
dangers inherent to contact 
with pet birds, especially of un- 
known origin, together with the 
creation of a bird industry free 
from psittacosis.

Homeless and Aged in Scandinavia 
Well Cared For in Home Atmosphere

Those who cannot help them- 
selves must be helped—this so- 
clal concept has permeated the 
people of the Scandinavian 
countries where the social wel- 
fare system has been in prac- 
tice for years, according to Mrs. 
Sumiko Tanaka, 


Mrs. Tanaka, well-known au- 
thority on social affairs, travel- 
ed in Norway, Sweden, Finland 
and Denmark for three months 
at the invitation of UNESCO. In 
accordance with the UNESCO 
project called “Democracy at 
Home,” a group of eight women 
from Indonesia, India, Ceylon 


and Japan wete entertained in — 
While there —

the four countries. 
Mrs. Tanaka visited many wel- 
fare institutions including day 
nurseries, homes for old peo- 
ple, orphanages and homes for 
unmarried mothers. 

Mrs. Tanaka was very much 
impressed by the artless kind- 
ness and generosity of the peo- 


ple. “The people in_ these 
countries live simply,” Mrs. 
Tanaka explained, “and are 


honest and satisfied with their 
unpretentious way of living.” 


“For instance, in Norway 
only a few families own TV sets 
and the program is limited to 
one hour daily,” she explained 
adding that the young people 
are not influenced by mass com-‘ 
munication media, 

Regarding homes for the 
aged Mrs. Tanaka notes that 
there are four kinds of facilities 
in Sweden which is the most

are socially welfare states, but 
economically they are becoming 
more and more capitalistic, ac- 
cording to Mrs. Tanaka. “The 
governments believe that state 
ownership is good in some in- 
dustries where profit is not big, 
such as railways and the coal 
industry,” Mrs, Tanaka points 
out, “but they are of the opin- 
jon that in profitable industries 
competition is more effective 
in increasing production.” 

The recent decision of the 
Swedish Government to make 
employers allocate a certain per- 
centage of profits for an em- 
loyes’ pension fund, is general- 
iy thought to be an appropriate 


step. The employers feel that 
increased profits due to private 
ownership must be shared with 
the workers. 


“The people in these Scandl- 
navian countries mentioned 
Japan's or labor and low 
standards of living,” stated 
Mrs. Tanaka. She said she had 
to explain that the Japanese 
people's average earning is 
lower than that of the Scandi- 
navian people, but commodity 
prices are, lower in Japan and 
rasetere the reach of the 
masses, The average monthly 
earning is equivalent to ¥80,000 
in Sweden,

way whose shipping industry is 
important for the survival of 
the country, is conscious of 
Japan's expansion of this in- 
dustry.

“Day nurseries in Sweden are 
just like a home with about 10 
or less children placed in charge 
of a motherly person,” says 
Mrs. Tanaka in high praise of 
the Swedish welfare policy.

The Liberal-Democratic Par- 
ty’s plan to promote Japan's 
economic cooperation with 
Southeast Asian nations has 
made little headway toward im- 
plementation, partly because, of 
the lack of enthusiasm on the 
part of Finance Minister Eisaku 
Sato, according to informants. 


The plan was worked out by 
the party's special committee 
on overseas economic coopera- 
tion. The committee has for 
chairman Hisato Ichimada, for- 
mer Finar.ce Minister. 


In view of the lack of prog- 
ress, Ichimada has postponed his 
inspection trip to Indonesia and 
other Sodtheast Asian nations, 
originally scheduled to begin 
early this week, until the end 
of this month. 


The Ichimada committee’s 
plan, which envisages, among 
others, the creation of a new 
overseas investment organ, has 
been designed to prepare Japan 
in advance against possible 
economic competition between 
the United States and the Soviet 
Union in the underdeveloped 
Southeast Asian region, 


Such competition, according 
to Ichimada, may follow the 


reciprocal visits of U.S. and 
Soviet leaders. 
Japan should be prepared 


from now on for U.S.-Soviet 
competition in offering eco- 
nomic aid , to Southeast Asian 
nations, he stressed. 


Toward this end, his com- 
mittee proposed that the Gov- 
ernment should create’ condi- 
tions, including establishment 
of a new overseas investment 
organ, to facilitate an advance 
by Japanese private enterprises 
in the Southeast Asian market. 


Prime Ministers Nobusuke 
Kishi has given his provisional 
consent to the plan. 


But Finance Minister Sato, 
with the forthcoming compila- 
tion of a fiscal 1960 budget in 
mind, has been reluctant to 
agree. He maintains that his 
Ministry has no intention of ex- 
tending overseas investments 
by creating a new organ other 
than the existing Japan Export- 
Intport Bank. 


Prime Minister Kishi has 
shown ‘no positive attitude in re- 
gard to persuading Sato, who is 
his younger brother, to accept 
the: Ichimada committee’s plan, 
according to the informants. 

In view of these circum- 
stances, they said, Ichimada 
might again postpone his South- 
east Asian trip late this month.

Export Design Law 
Effective Oct. 1 


The Government announced 
yesterday that the newly enact- 
ed Export Design Law will go 
into effect on Oct. 1.

goal which could be attained within a measurable period of 


time, let alone four years as suggested 
its reception in most countries has been

WASHINGTON—Political con- 
servatives on both sides of the 
Atiantic are riding high on the 
“peace” tide that conservative 
political leaders have set loose 
in the world.

NEW YORK (AP)—The New

Khrushchev Proposal 

Soviet Premier Nikita Khrush- 
chev’s proposal of military re- 
duction made in a speech de- 
livered last Saturday to the U.N. 
General Assembly is rather 
idealistic but nevertheless has 
its significance in that it offers 
a basis for future talks on world 
demilitarization. His plan may 
be boiled down to proposals on 
total abolition of conventional 
arms,. nuclear bombs, ballistic 
missiles and naval bases. He 


also suggests that only police 


troops be retained to maintain 
order and that the reduction be 
carried out under the supervi- 
sion of an international control 
body. These proposals may 
seem propagandistic and un- 
realistic, as some criticize.

Disarmament Plan 


LONDON (Kyodo-Reuter) — 
The Daily Mail (Conservative) 
called Khrushchey’s disarma- 
ment plan “a breathtaking con- 
ception.” 


It added: “But like so many. 


Russian, proposals, the magnifi- 
cence of the concept is not 
matched by its practicality. 
“By banishing war ministries 
the world would not necessarily 
banish the wills and ambitions 
which contribute to the causes 
of war. Such a sudden discard- 
ing of arms might have a better 
chance of success if the world 
was not peopled by human be- 
ings.” 
But the Daily Mail said that 
Khrushchev’s proposal should 
not be rejected as idle nonsense. 
“Tt is, in fact, the logical end 
of all disarmament endeavors. 
But to achieve it will take time 
and the establishment of trust. 
“The fact that Mr. Khrush- 
chev has raised it at all seems 
to point to one hopeful fact. 
He has become genuinely im- 
pressed by the impossible con- 
sequences of a nuclear conflict. 
“This may mean that solid 
progress on disarmament may 
now be achieved, possibly at a 
not-too-distant, summit confer- 
ence. But unless the discus- 
sions are to end in disappoint- 
ment Mr. Khrushchev must al- 
low himself to talk in terms of 
details and step-by-step prog- 
ress.” 


‘Propaganda Mountain’ 


NEW YORK (UPI)—The New 
York Times commented that So- 
viet Premier Khrushchev pro- 
duced a “propaganda mountain” 
at the United Nations and that 
his disarmament plan “was quite 
in line with his statements on 
other problems. 

The Times said in an edi- 
torial: “What he actually accom- 
plished in a speech that ranged 
over many world problems was 
to produce a propaganda moun- 
tain and a disarmament mouse.” 

The Times called the plan an 
“unabashed repetition of former 
Soviet delegate Litvinoff’s per- 
formance before the Geneva dis- 
armament commission in 1927.” 

It continued: “He paid lip 
service to international control 


-but made it plain that complete 


and effective control can come 
only after complete disarma- 
ment, and that pending this 
control must be limited to pre- 
serve military secrets essential 
to defense... . 

“Mr. Khrushchev's disarma- 
ment plan was quite in line 
with his statements on other 
problems. ... 

“The Soviets still seek a one- 
sided Western disarmament 
based on paper pacts the scraps 
of which litter their path to 
empire.” 


Panchen Lama

Lyndon B. Johnson, 
the Senate Democratic leader, 
and Vice President Richard 
Nixon. 


The plain truth is that both 
the United States and. Britain 
under conservative leaders have 
been moving toward some form 
of accommodation with Moscow. 
To be sure, this process was 
often delayed and even momen- 
tarily reversed here by the late 
Secretary of State John Foster 
Dulles. 


Dulles was supposed to em- 
body resistance to negotiation 
and usually actually did. But 
always there towered in the 
background the figure of the 
President himself. Few who 
had watched Eisenhower at 
close range doubted his deter- 
mination to close his public life 
with a cold war armistice. 


The lesson of a new Tale of 
Two Cities—of Washington and 
London—is clear, for good or 
for ill. It is that Anglo-Amer- 
ican voting majorities will toler- 
ate from conservative leader- 
ship overtures to communism 
which, if undertaken by non- 
conservative leadership, they 
would repudiate in fear and 
anger.

Gyozui Asakura 
New Archbishop of Nishi Honganji 

Gyozui Asakura has been 
elected archbishop of the Nishi 
Honganji Temple in Kyoto em- 
bracing 10,000 affiliate Buddhist 
temples and 8,500,000 parishion- 
ers throughout the country. 

The post of archbishop is the 
highest position in the temple, 
corresponding 
to the prime 
minister in the 
Japanese Gov- 
ernment. 

The 82-year- 
old priest was 
picked by a vote 
of 57 to 12 in 
the temple's re- 
ligious assem- 
bly, outrivaling 
another candi- 
date Suishin 
Goto. 

One thing unusual about the 
election is that both the can- 
didates were not members of 
the assembly despite the cus- 
tomary procedure of electing 
archbishops from among assem- 
bly members. 

So in this sense Asakura is 
like Foreign Minister Aiichiro 
Fujiyama, who suddenly rose to 
the portfolio without having @ 
seat in the Diet. 

Some observers interpret it as 
reflecting the nonconfidence of

Nishi Honganji chief priest 
Kosho Otani in the religious as- 
sembly. 


Asakura served as archbishop 
in the chaotic days following 
the end of World War Il. He 
had been chief priest of a local 
temple in his native Fukui Pre- 
fecture since he quit the post 
of head of the Nishi Honganji 
Temple's Tokyo branch 10 years 
ago. 

Being an old man of the 
school principal type, the new 
archbishop was popular among 
the villagers during his rural 
life. Asakura is well-versed in 
educational affairs; he served for 
a long time as president of the 
Kyoto Women's College (now 
Kyoto Women’s University). 

One of the biggest events 
ahead for the aged archbishop 
is the memorial service at the 
700th anniversary of the death 
of Saint Shinran, scheduled for 
1961. Whether more than ¥1,000 
million in funds can be raised 
to finance this important affair 
rests with Asakura. 

The new holder of this diffi- 
cult post is a graduate of Tokyo 
University’s Literature Depart-

No Heed to Frontiers 


Chinese Red Claims in Tibet Area Disturbing

LONDON (LPS)—The in- the days of Nationalist China, 


creasingly repressive Chinese 
actions in Tibet, ever since the 
agreement to recognize Tibetan 
autonomy was signed between 
Peiping and Tibetan representa- 
tives in 1951, have been a clear 
indicator of the militant, in- 
tolerant mood of the Chinese 
Communists. 


Violations of the spirit and 
letter of Tibetan autonomy 
over several years included the 
expropriation of monasteries, 
the introduction of Chinese set- 
tlers, carnipaigns against the 
Buddhist religion, and ‘removal 
of young Tibetans to China for 
Communist indoctrination. 


All this led to the uprising of 
Khamba tribes in 1956, after 
which Chinese repression grew 
ever more intense, including as 
we know from the recent report 
of the International Jurists 
Commission, mass deportation 
of Tibetans to forced labor as 
a result of which some 65,000 
people died of hunger and pri- 
vations. 


The culmination was the Da- 
lai Lama's escape into India last 
April, an event which evidently 
served only to increase the 
militancy and intolerance of 
Peiping and its’ officials and 
forces in Tibet. Tibetan auto- 
nomy was declared null and 
void, and Chinese Communist 
forces ranged far and wide over 
Tibet suppressing, or attempt- 
ing to suppress, any signs of 
resistance whether armed or 
unarmed, to Chinese domina- 
tion, 


It is of course possible that 
some of the recent incursions 
of Chinese troops into what is 
generally recognized as non- 
Chinese territory have been 
made in pursuit of rebel units 
or refugees. But in Ladakh 
this was not the case. The 
Chinese Communists have been 
engaged there in constructing 
a road well to the “wrong side” 
of the Tibetan border. 


In short the Chinese Commu- 
nists have become very cavalier 
indeed in their attitude toward 
these long frontiers. 


The fact is that the Peiping 
Government, in spite of sooth- 
ing reassurances that in prac- 
tice it observes the generally 
recognized frontier limits of 
China, does not now even pre- 
tend to accord them legal rec- 
ognition. 


Last April, Chou En Lal, ad- 
dressing the Chinese National 
People’s Congress, while saying 
that it was “in the interests of 
both parties to maintain the 
status quo” over frontier ques- 
tions, declared: “The -undeter- 
mined boundaries between Chi- 
na and certain neighbors are 
the result chiefly of prolonged 
imperialist aggression.” No 
doubt the Chinese Prime Minis- 
ter was referring to the fron- 
tiers which were negotiated 
with Tibet during the period of 
British rule in India, including 
the McMahon Line of 1914 along 
the crest of the Himalayas. 


Much of this whole region is 
so jungle-covered, wild or 
mountainous that in practice 
very little detailed demarcation 
has taken place. But in the 
past the line has been respect 
ed. Peiping’s challenging of 
the long-recognized frontiers to 
her southwest would be less dis- 
turbing if it concerned only a 
mile or two here and there. 
But the fact is that the Chinese 
Communists have in the recent 
past persisted in asserting—un- 
officially but also unmistakably 
—claims to large areas which 
are today parts of independent 
States. 


A book entitled “China Know- 
ledge Series,” published in Pei- 
ping in 1958 described Mount 
Everest as “located in China” 
—showing that the writer had 
been authorized to define Chi- 
na’s southern frontier as run- 
ning along the bottoms of the 
valleys on the non-Chinese side 
of the Himalayan range, con- 
trary to the McMahon Line 
which foliowp the line of the 
peaks of thei mountain ranges. 

Earlier in 1958 a map pub- 
lished in “China Pictorial” 
showed parts of the Indian 
North East Frontier Agency, as 
well as of Bhutan and Ladakh 
as Chinese territory. Even 
more significant a map that ap- 
peared in a famous atlas during 


the Shen Pao Atlas of 1933—~ 
and which had shown the gen- 
erally recognized Chinese fron- 
tiers with Indla—was substan- 
tially reproduced in 1957 in a 
es put out in Hong- 
ong by agents of Communist 
China, but with the southern. 
boundaries crudely painted 
at and new frontiers drawn 
n. 


The cartographic territorial 
claims of China were substan- 
tially supported in the Russian 
magazine “New Times” in Octo- 
ber 1958, which also showed 
Biutan and parts of the North 
Egst Frontier Agency of India 
as Chinese territory. By the 
same methods the Communist 
Chinese asserted indirect claims 
to Upper Burma as far as Nyit- 


kina (in a magazine “Ever- 
green”) and in 1956 Chinese 
troop incursions over Burma's 


border were followed by nego- 
tiations between the two coun- 
tries about frontier problems 
which have, however, not yet 
produced an agreed settlement. 


When pressed in 1958 to 
explain the large territorial 
claims made in the aflases of 
Communist China the Peiping 
Government affirmed that the 
boundaries in them were drawn 
on the basis of maps published 
in the days of the Chinese Na- 
tionalist Government. Why, 
after eight or nine years of rule 
the revolutionary change-bring- 
ing Communists had not seen 
fit to alter these “out of date” 
maps was never explained, 
Since then, (through Chou En- 
lai’s statement of April 1959) 
Peiping has revealed that China 
does indeed covet territory— 
presumably that shown on the 
tell-tale maps. 


Quite apart from declarations, 
maps and atlases there have 
been disturbing ethnic and ra- 
cial claims by Chinese Com- 
munist leaders. Mao Tse-tung, 
for instance, in one of his book- 
lets, suggests that the Chinese 
boundaries should be extended 
to include all the countries 
populated by Mongolian people. 


.This claim could be said to 
apply to Bhutan, Sikkim, and 
Ladakh, many of whose inhabit- 
ants are of. Tibetan or near- 
Tibetan stock and Buddhist re- 
ligion. And there have been 
reports of broadcasts from the 
Chinese-controlled Lhasa Radio 
calling for the “liberation” of 
these territories and for the in- 
corporation of people of Tibetan 
stock as part of “the Chinese 
family.” 

A few weeks ago Communist 
China forces took some police 
into custody in Ladakh. And 
lately the world was startled by 
the news that they had crossed 
the borders of the North End 
Frontier Agency of India and 
taken prisoners. 


There is little wonder that the 
people of the border regions 
and States to the North of In- 
dia—who would not relish Chi- 
nese Communist domination— 
are unable to dismiss out-of-hand 
recent reports that the Chinese 
Government has prepared a 
‘lan for establishing a Hima- 
layan Federation, consisting of 
Ladakh, Bhutan, Nepal, Sikkim 
and the North East Frontier 
Agency of India. The govern- 
ments and authorities of all 
these states and territories are 
bound to be very much on their 
guard at the present time.
